HONG KONG 一 China gave 
President Josip Broz Tito of 
Yugoslavia a grand welcome when 
heflew in from Pyongyang August 
30，At the Peking airport were 
Chairman Hua Kuo-feng， vice 
premiers Teng Hsiao-ping and Li 
Hsien-nien，mayor Wu Teh and 
hundreds of high officials，Thou- 
sands lined the streets to cheer the 
85-year-old Yugoslav leader who 
refused to toe the Moscow jline 
many years ag0. 

Peking further honored Tito by 
inviting him to see the Chairman 
Mao Memorial Hall before its 
official opening date. 

STATESMAN 

Calling him “a well-known 
statesman and an initiator of the 
non-aligned movement,” Hua 
Praised Tito for “defying pressure 
and being as firm as iron.” 

Tito's visit，however，angered 
China's long-time friend Albania. 
The _ Albanian 了 mbassy in Bel- 
grade handed out a 14-year-old 
article on the dangers of “Tito re- 
visionism”last week.

After last weekend's shootout in a Chinatown 
restaurant, San Francisco Police Chief Charles Cain 
criticized Chinese Americans for their alleged refusal 
to _ help police in gang investigation and for their 
Supposed silence, 

We can understand the pressure on the police 
department when a tragedy such as this one oOccurs， 
But we feel the chief should not place all the blame on 
the Chinese American community. 

Criminal activities have plagued our community 
for more than ten years. Who suffered the most? We 
who live in the Chinese community! We who do 
business herel Everytime a fight or a shooting 
happened，comnmunity leaders pleaded for more 
police patrols, more bilingual officers, more bilingual 
Support activities， 

Now，what do we get? The police sent several 
Caucasian officers through a Mickey Mouse course in 
Cantonese. Junior Chinese American officers were 
sent to raid gambling joints in Chinatown，imme- 


_diately discrediting their usefulness in the commun- 


ity.， Unlike police counterparts ip Hong Kong and 
Singapore，who have penetrated the underworld 
organizations, San Francisco police are still relying on 
secondary sources for most of their information . 

Chinese Americans living in this neighborhood， 
with little protection from the police，would be fools 
to testify openly. 

Not only that, 让 is common knowledge in China- 
town that many so-called community leaders have 
links with the underworld. If the police and city 
officials prefer to deal with these comrmunity leaders， 
the_ common folks will never voluntarily ,testify. 
Committing suicide is not a virtue among the 
Chinese， 

To rid ourselves of the criminal elements in town is 
a responsibility shared by law enforcement officers 
and the residents. 

Our community，with loved 'ones murdered or 
injured，business extorted， and_ families broken，is 
more than willing to join forces with the police to find 
a_ solution to this problem. But the police must 
demonstrate their sincerity and willingness to act， 口

The attractiveness of such a 
Storage System is its ljow con- 
struction cost and large ca- 
Pacity， 

Hot water from solar Power 
Plants isnt the only product 
that could be stored in aqui- 
fers. Should the cost of drilling | 


wells and pumping_ water in 
and out of aquifers be small 
enough to make the system 
economically feasible, the LBL 
engineers suggest storing for 
future use the hot water PIo- 
duced in cooling nuclear or 
fossil-fuel electric power Plants.
